EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 7 

Lines 6-7 of claim 7 is to be changed from "...wherein the ignition system 
comprises spark plugs, wherein the engine control unit..." to "...wherein the ignition 
system comprises spark plugs, a coil, and a distributor cap, wherein the engine control 
unit..." 

And in line 9 of claim 7, "wherein the coil is electrically coupled to the distributor 
cap via a switch internal to the module," is to be inserted after the phrase "...wherein the 
module is configured to provide input to the engine control unit,". 
In Claim 14 
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In line 3 of claim 14, the phrase "wherein the ignition system comprises a coil and 
a distributor cap, wherein the coil is electrically coupled to the distributor cap via a 
switch internal to the module," is to be inserted after the phrase "...incorporating a 
module into an automobiles ignition system," 

Response to Arguments 

The previously made objections to the drawings and specification have been 
withdrawn in view of the newly submitted replacement figures and the amendment to 
the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-20 are allowed. 

Prior art fails to teach a switch positioned between an automobile ignition coil and 
distributor which is pulsed on and off by a microprocessor, as recited in claims 7 & 14. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure.
